All Scriptures are either m2z4feſt or cryprical 
and obſcure. Matters that are a4/clutely neceſſary 
to ſalvation, are expreit in the tirit of theſe.

in the unfolding of which we muſt obſerve , 
that if the natural and moſt obvious [ignitication of 
the words do manifeſtly diſagree wich other per- 
ſpicuous Ecriptures, then we axe to ſeek for ſome 
other meaning, which muſt alwayes be conſonant 
with the words and other circumſtances of the 
place. | 
In the tinding out of this, we are not ſo much to 
conſult with our own fancies : for zo prophecte in 
Scripture is of 4yy private interpr. tation, but with 
the Holy Ghoft himſelf, who beit underſtands his 
own meaning. 

All difficulc expreſtions ſhould firſt be examin- 


ed according to their erigizal, and moſt authen- 


tick tranflations,which-will give much light to the 
true meaning of them. Though it will be need- 
leſſe ro mention any various readings,  tranſlati- 
ons, or interpretations of Scripture to a vulgar au- 
ditory, becauſe it is apt to ſtagger them, and to 
raiſe doubts, rather then to confirme and ſettle 
them, But we ſhould pitch upon that, which up-

ral meaning,

require it. That common practice of difſeting 
the words into minute-parts, and enlarging upon 
chem ſeverally, is a greatoccaſion of impertinen- 
cy, a:droving irom the chief ſente. 

The text having been thus unfolded, the next 
thing to be done is the inferring of O&ſervaricns 
from it, which ſhould alwayes follow from the 
words by a ſtrong Logical conſequence. The wreſt- 
ing of Scripture unto improper truths, may eaſily 
occaſion the applying of them unto g7oſſe falſe- 
hpoa's. 

| Theſe obſervations may be of ſeveral kindes, 
ether Mediate and more remote. 
Immediate and principal. 

Of the firſt kinde are ſuch as are raiſed from 
the occaſron, coherence, manner, circumſtances, order, 
denomination of the text, As whether it be a pre- 
cept, exhoctation, threat, promiſe, petition, de- 
precation, {militude, &c. All which may afford 
ſeveral hints of inſtruction, and are not to be paſ- 
ſed over without notice. Though theſe points 
ſhould be only touched at bri:fiy on the by, and 
thoſe only inſiſted upon /arge/y, which we con- 
ceive to be moſt agrecable unto the principal im- 
mediate ſcope of the Holy Ghoſt in that Scri- 
pure.

Not that any evident poſition or conſequence | 


from Scripture does need all this proof in it ſelfe, 
but the better to inſtruc us in the agreement and 
harmony of facred Writ, and the more power- 
' fully to convince the judgement, which 1n ſome 
caſes. will be apt to finde out ſhifts and evaſions, 
whereby to deludeit ſelf and eſcape conviction, 
whereas we ſhall embrace any doctrine, with a 
{ ſtronger aſſent, andreſt upon it with the whole 
\ bent of theaffe&tions, when it comes in upon us 

with a full ttream of evidence. But here we are to 
\ remember, that the too long infiting on a con» 
- feſſed truth, is apt to nauſeate and flat the atten- 

tion. 
Having thus paſſed over the do#rinal part in the 
explication and confirmation of the words, weare 
inthe next place ro deſcend unto the application of 
them, which is the life and ſoul of a Sermon, 
whereby theſe ſacred truths are brought home to 
a mans particular conſcience, and occaſions, and 
yo affetions engaged unto any truth or 

uty. 
The Application is frequently mentioned by ſe- 
yeral Authors, according to a double acception , 
- ſometimes it is taken more ſtritly, as it isdiftin- 
guiſhed from the Uſes, and refers only to thoſe 
particular paſſages of them, which do more eſpe- 
cially concern the preſent time and auditory.

To which purpoſe, he muſt conſider whether the 
generality of his hearers, beeither ignorant or 
knowing,whether enemies toReligion,or profeſſors 
of it, whether meerly formal or truly pious, whe- 
ther more chearful and zealous, or morecold and 
ſluggiſh, According to which variety, his Do- 
Erine and expreſiions. muſt be variouſly ſuited. 
To uſe the ſame matrer andmanner in all audito- 
ries is asif a Shoemaker ſhould make all his 
ware of an equalſize, for children and men, preat 
and little, there being as much difference betwixt 
the inward gifts and neceflities, as betwixt the 
outward ſtatures. Asin other invitations we carve 
that to the gneſts which is moſt ſuirable ro their 
ſeveral palats and appetites; So in theſe ſpiritu- 
al feaſts, we ſhould be careful to fit onr prepara- 


ons unto thecapacity and edification of the hear- 


ers. This is the meaning of the Holy ' Ghoſt, 
egtomacey TV Nogpo!'s +» ot divide the Word of 
trath, when likea faithful Seward he does propor- 
tion his diſpetſationsaccording to the exigencies 
of the Family, when likea wiſe Phyſician he does 
tit his preſcriptions according to the ſeveral ne- 
celiities of his Patients.

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© 2.The matter mult be pertinent and natural un- 
co the ſubject weare to-in{iſt upon : for want of 
Skill in the invention of this, many men, (eſpeci- 
ally young beginners) are very apt to complain 
of much drineſſe and ſlowneſſe in their compo- : 
ſures: and to take any hint of flying out into 1m- 
pertinent amplifications, not _ able ro 
enlarge themſelves, and keep cloſe to their 
Text.

By the firſt we muſt be vm and direted, 
both inour judgements and affeRtions. By the ſe- 
cond we may inform and furniſh our ſelves with 
materials.

Leftio inquirit, oratio poſtulat, meditatio invenit, Auguft.de 
contemplatio deguſtat, (faith a Farher,) Prayer $calispas' 
does deſire, Reading does enquire, Study and rad. c.z. 
Meditation do diſcover and digeſt. 

I. Prayer, that God would dire& andenable 
us for the parcicular ſervice that lies upon us. It 
wasa uſual ſaying of Luther, Bene oraſſe eſt bene 
Faduiſſe , He alwayes found himſelfe in beſt tem- 
perfor ſtudy, when he had firſt compoſed his 
thoughts, and raiſed up his affeions by prayer ; 
And certainly the weightineſſe of the ſervice may 

C 2 juſtly 
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juſtly deſerve this preparation. For if Queen 
Efther, if Nehemiah, being to ſpeak unto an 
earthly King, for the temporal ſafery of their peo- 
ple, did firlt prepare themſelves this way, much 
more then ſhould Miniſters, who areto be Em- 
baſſadours from the great God, concerning that 
weighty buſineſle of mens eternal ſalvation. 

2. Reading. It was the Apoſtles advice to Ti- 
mothy, 1Tim.413. Give attendance to reading. 
And he fayes that it is the ſtudy of the Scriptures, 
that muſt make the man of Ged perfett, rhroughly 
furniſhed, 2 Tim. 3 17. It this were neceſſary in 
thoſe primitive times, when men were extraordi- 
narily inſpired with ſpecial gifts, much more 
now, when we cannot expect any immediate in- 
fuſion, but muſt apply our ſ-lves unto the natu- 
ral proper meanes ot attaining any ability.

much intention and induſtry in our ſtudies. De- 
moſthenes would. have ſuch a one branded for a 
pernicious mai to the Common-wealth, who 
durit propoſe any thing pu" likely which he had 
not before Þand feriouily pondered. What im- 
pudence tit then' in the great buſineſſe of falva- 
tion, when a man appears before the Church, An- 
gels, God himfelf, to diſcourſe in a looſe irreve- 
rent manner, fo as to naulſeateand flat the devoti- 
on and attention of the hearers, to profſtituce 
the eſteem and} authority of that ſacred 'ordi- 
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ovile (briſti, quam palchra & Deo grata fit ovinum 
Chriſti ſoctetas, in cujs medio Dominus ille eſt, cus 


ſel luna famulantur cut adſrat miniſtri ejus millia 


milliam & decies centena millia;, Duane milis ef 
reguam Chriſti erigere, & Satane palatia demoli- 
ri, C0? 

But now becauſe amongſt thoſe helps of inven- 
tion which fall under the rulesof Arr, -this of 
Reading is one of the principal, therefore it will 
deſerve a more large ws particular conlidera- 
ON. 

There are two things which in our reading and 
ſtudy may be of great advantage. 1. Good Books. 
2. A right Method and ſcries of matter to be firſt 
and molt exactly enquired into. 

There is no external help more effeual to di- 
re& a manunto pertinent uſeful matrer upon all 
ſubjeRs and occations, then a well-contrived Li- 
brary, wherein upon any emergent doubt or diffi- 
culty, he may have recourſe unto the advice of 
other grave andlearned m2n, who (it may be) 
have beſtowed a great part of their time and ftu- 
dy, inthereſolution of that particular bulineſſe 
which he hath occaſion to enquire into. 

There are many men whole natural parts 
would extremely improve and grow very eminent, 
if they had but the knowledge and help of ſuch 
Authors, as are molt ſuitable co their genizes and 
emploiment, whereas on the other {ide their ahi- 
lities are much damped and kept low, whileſt 
they are confined only to a ſcant ill choſen Li- 
brary. 

There isas much Art and beneit in the right 
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choice of ſome books with which we ſhould be 
moſt familiar, as there isin the eleRion of other 
friends or acquaintance, with whom we may moſt 
profitably converſe. 
 Andthis knowledge of Books, as it is init ſelfe 
a very /pecious part of learning, making oftentimes 
more pompous ſhew then the knowledge of 
things; ſos it likewiſe of very great uſe and ad- 
vantage. For the attaining of this, the moſt 
proper effe&tual way is by our own ſtudy and ex- 
erience in the works of ſeveral Authours, But 
beceuſe that is a buſineſle of vaſt induſtry and 
much time, ſcarce conſiſtent with the frequent re- 
turnes of publike ſervice required of a conſtant 
Preacher, unleſſe he be before-hand qualified for 
this, by his education and leiſure at the Univerſi- 
ty; therefore there is another help to expedite 
our enquiry in this kinde, namely, the peruſal of 


| ſuch books asdo give a particular account of all

, As for:themanner of compoling Sermons, it 
will not be convenient for one that is a conſtant 
Preacher, to pen all hisdiſcourſes, or totie him- 
ſelf unto phraſes. When we have the matter and 
notion well digeſted; the expreſſions of it will 
eaſily follow : Whereasto be contined unto par- 
ticular words, beſides the great oppreſſion of the 
memory, wil likewiſe much prejudice the opera- 
tions of the underſtanding and affeftions. The 
judgment will be much weakened,and the affe&ions 
dulled, when the memory is overmuch burdened 
and vexed. A man cannot ordinarily, be .ſo much 
affected himſelf, {and conſequently. he cannot 
ſo eaſily affet others) with things that he 
ſpeaks by rote, as when he takes ſome li 
to proſecute a matter according to his more in 
mediate apprehenſions of it, by which many par- 
riculars may be ſuggeſted, that were not before 
thought of, when he doth expatiate upon any 
ſubjet, according to the workings of his own 
affetions, and the various alterations that may 
appear inthe auditory. And then beſides, this 
liberty will breed a --;349!, ſuch a firting confi- 
dence,as ſhould be in that Oratour, who is to have 
a power over the affeQtions of others, which ſuch 
a one is ſcarce capable of, who ſhall ſo ſervilely 
tic himſelf to particn!ar words and expreſſions, 
from which he dares not vary ior fear of being 
our. |

ings thus, withour much ſtudy and experience. 
Young beginners ſhould uſe rhemſelvesto a more 
exact and elaborate way, when a good fltileand *' +

To conclude. The obſervation of theſe helps 
anddireQions, mm with frequent, diligenc 
practice, will as farre (as Art can effet) quick» 
ly producea good habit, and by conſequence a 
facility. 
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
